As a general rule, suspend the chandelier 30" 
above the table on 8 ft. ceilings to permit 
comfortable viewing across the table and 
provide better lighting to see by. On higher 
ceilings, raise the chandelier 3" for each 
additional foot of ceiling height to better suit 
the room proportions. 

If no ceiling outlet exists, purchase a swag 
kit — which permits you to suspend a 
chandelier where you wish, with sufficient 
cord and chain for plugging into a 
baseboard outlet.
